NEW YORK, N. Y., December 16.

Freed From Dread Solitary

ishment cells in which they had been 
confined for 18 months, sullenly to 
resume “normal” life with their fel- 
low prisoners at Ohio state penitenti- 
ary. 

Ring leaders in the riot and incen- 


diarism that made a charnel house 
of the prison last year and cost the 
lives of 322 convicts, the 40 silent 
men appeared burned out in spirit 
and wrecked in physique. Two of 
their fellows went mad under the 
torture of isolation, and are now in 
the Lima institution for mental treat- 
ment.

The men were denied visitors. Once 
a week, silently, they were permitted 
to walk along the corridor: for ex- 
ercise. Their meals were brought by 
guards—only two a day at first, and 
later three, consisting of the regular 
prison fare. From the beginning they 
were surly with the guards. They 
attempted to shout defiance, to bol- 
ster up each others’ spirits with 
shouts. Then, as the weeks rolled 
by, even their hoarse curses ceased 
and they abandoned tiresome and fu- 
tile efforts to converse ‘with each 
other. 

Months passed and the guards re- 
ported that “when a kindness is 
shown to one of them he aveeps.” 
When this -was announced, Warden 
P. E. Thomas decided to let them 
have magazines. One by one they 
sent out word that they were repen- 
tant for their revolt—that henceforth 
they would behave. 


“All but two of them showed they |

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Presi- 
dent Hoover sent to the senate late 
today the nominations of Sam Pur- 
vis and G. F. Flanders as United 
States marshals for the middle and 
southern districts of Georgia, respec- 
tively.

of the word interest does not definite- 
ly commit one to approval, yet as 
you have used it it implies ‘activity 
with the movement mentioned. and 
has been so construed by several per- 
sons who have already communi- 
cated with me, therefore I ask you to 
let my fellow-citizens know that the 
president of the League of Women 
Voters mfkes no statement on, nor 
any connection with, any controversial 
political matter which the league has 
not endorsed—after pig beset study. 
Neither nationally’ nor locally. 
ave studied the prohibition question.

The funds received from the tur- 
keys and chickens came at just the 
time of the year when most needed 
and the farmers who were fortunate 
enough to have raised them for sale 
had diversified farming benefits forci- 
bly impressed upon them. 

It is thought next year more farm- 
ers will practice these methods and 
have a “money crop” almost any time 
during the year, w hich will be an im- 
provement over the “all-cotton” plan.

He had been for many years 
in charge of such trains as the Cres- 
cent Limited, and others. 

He had many personal friends 
among the business leaders of this 
vity, and was prominent in religious 
work.

Although Captain Stovall had not 
been actively engaged in railroad work 
for the last five years, he was still 
listed as an active employe. He resid- 
ed at Peachtree rond and Club drive, 
in the vicinity of his development.

Prohi Referendum 
Is Urged by Shouse, 
On Brief Visit Here 


Because prohibition has split both 
big parties in the country, there should 
be a referendum to settle a question 
that continues to vex the _ political 
thought of the United States at the 
expense of far more disturbing ques- 
tions. 

So said Jouett Shouse, chairman of 
the democratie national executive coin- 
mittee. while in Atlanta fer a short 
time Tuesday en route by airplane to 
Birmingham to address the Alabama 
state coinmittee, 

“Prohibition is, of course, 
ohly question that is disturbing us, 
Shouse said. “It is not even the most 
iniportant but, unfortunately, it is 
elemental in that too many partisans 
on either stie are unable to discuss 
is calmly or to act on it impartially 
with the natural result that it at- 
tains a magnitude far beyond what 
it deserves.” 

“TIT know of no lection,” he said, “at 
least within the last 70 years which 
transcends in importance the one for 
which we are now preparing. Not only 
is our own prosperity at stake but 
with world conditions as they are, 
with the very capital.system itself 
threatened by world developments, it 
may be the province of the democratic 
party to preserve American institu- 
tions as we know them.” 

For the next campaign Shouse pre- 
dicted that a legislative program to re- 
lieve the 7,000,000 “UYnemployed would 
be a paramount issue. Although he ad- 
vocated a referendum, he declared pro- 
hibition should not be allowed to di- 
vide the party. On this he said: 


“The prohibition question rifts both 
parties. It is essential that there 
should be an opportunity to obtain 
the actual sentiment of a majority of 
our people on the question which else- 
wise will plague us indefinitely. If 
the majority sentiment of the country 
is dry, certainly no peril is involved 
in un expresison of opinion. If it be 
wet, certainly such a majority is en- 
titled to utterance.” 

For the solidarity now obtaining 
among congressional democrats, Shouse 
paid a high tribute to Representative 
Charles R. Crisp, of Americus. He was 
atcompanied on his air trip to Bir- 
mingham by Carter Sterling, demo- 
cratic finance director in Mississippi, 
and Silliman E-ans, publicity director 
for American Airways. 
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Astronomer Raps 


Pickering’s ‘Planet’ 


As Inconsequential 


15.—(UP)—Profes- 
sor Raffaele Bendandi, astronomer 
and forecaster of earthquakes, an- 
nounced today that the planet predict- 
ed by Professor William H. Picker- 
ing. of Jamaica, as well as the so- 
called “Pluto,” discovered in Lowell 
observatory twe years ago, were not 
planets to be classed with the eight 
major bodies of the solar system. 

“Pluto.” said Professor Bendandi, 
“has been proved an asteroid, or a 
minor star. There are four new 
planets of gigantic size beyond Nep- 
tune, which I already announced on 
March 25 and 26, 1930. I have found 
nothing since to change that an- 
nouncement, but -neither Professor 
Pickering’s discovery nor that of the 
Lowell observatory indicate that they 
have fixed one of the four planets.” 

Professor Bendandi has just finished 
his book, “A Fundamental Principle 
of the Universe,” which fixed the po- 
sition of his first planet beyond Nep- 
tune in line with his announcement 
of last year.

Resentment toward Chiang on 
the part of several so-called war 
lords started almost at the inception 
of his assumption of office as the 
head of a party pledged to the en- 
forcement of the three great demo- 
cratic principles of government, of, 
for, and by the people, which had 
been incorporated in the new Chi- 
nese constitution by the inspired 
Sun Yat Sen. 

But instead of attempting to put 
these principles into immediate ef- 
fect, Chiang announced a period of

would be “‘prepared”’ for democratic 
government—meanwhile proceeding 
to strengthen his own control over 
the kuomintang party—which was 
dominated by himself and members 
of his family.

Demonstration. 
Peace 


The gigantic peace demonstration | 


held in the Trocadero palace in Paris 
was a complete failure. ‘True, the 
speakers were all there: Bishop Kaas 
and Professor Quidde for Germany; 
Jouvenel and Herriot for France; Lu- 
hatcharsky for Russia; Hollanders, 
Spaniards, Italians and Englishmen 
led by Lord Robert Ceeil, but a 
thousand nationalist students made 
such a persistent and deafening din 
that not a single speech was under- 
stood. 


At the same time a protest. meeting. 


was held elsewhere in the city. Here 
two generals spoke and here the shout 
of “Down With the Gérmans!” was 
‘taken up again. Serious fighting took 
place in both gatherings. It was ob- 
vious that there are forces in France, 
as well as in Germany, who have no 


intention to work for an international 
understanding and a reconciliation of 
the two chief nations of the conti- 
nent. 

The French nationalists point to 
Hitler and say: “See that fellow. He 
doesn’t want peace. He will fall upon 
us the first chance he gets!” And 
vice versa, Hitlerites in their propa- 
ganda speeches always refer to the 
intransigent attitude of the French na- 
tionalists. It is a vicious circle, which 
may become the undoing of civiliza- 
tion. 

The atmosphere at present does not 
augur well for the coming disarma- 
ment conference. France is still talk- 
ing of placing her own security be- 
fore everything else. She will hear 
of no revision of the peace treaties. 
And so the tension in Europe in- 
creases. There is a distinct feeling 
that disaster may be lurking around 
the corner, as everybody in 1913 knew 
that war was coming. 

The peace of Europe is a very pree 
carious and fragile affair at this mo- 
ment. Sometimes it seems that there 
is no way out, One solution remains 
and -one only and this one will not 
fail. It has not been tried, although 
it was offered humanity 2000 years 
ago. It is this: 

We must learn to consider a ques- 
tion which concerns the salvation of 
humanity not from any given national 
point of view. Whoever loveth fa- 
ther or mother, land or good, more 
than Me is not worthy of Me,” said 
the Master. The Kingdom of God is 
the Christian’s fatherland. That alone 
he must seek to build, not neglecting 
his earthly fatherland, but fitting. the 
latter into the framework of a univer- 


sal humaniy.

Russia’s Offer in 1927 
Draws Warm Praise by 
W. G. McAdoo. 


DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 15.—(7)— 
The United: States is deceiving itself, 
William G. McAdoo said in an ad- 
dress tonight, if it: believes a reduc- 
tion in armaments, unless. accompa- 
nied’ by profound economic adjust- 
ment, would @nd wars. 

Speaking before students of the 
Southern Methodist University, the 
son-in-law of Woodrow Wilson ob- 
served that 12 years after the ‘sign- 
ing of the Versailles treaty “the ob- 
ligations of this treaty not only re- 
main unfulfilled, but the leading na- 
tions of Europe are maintaining 
greater armaments and a more stag- 
gering burden of waste and taxation 
pel that which preceded the World

He expressed belief that “no ef- 
fective plan of disarmament can be 
made unless Russia is taken into the 
family of nations,” and said that, had 
he been a delegate to the Geneva dis- 
armament conference in 1927, he 
would have accepted Russia’s ‘offer 
wholly to disarm herself at its full 
value. 

He predicted that any effort on the 
part of the United States to purchase 
world peace by cancellation of World 
War debts with the promise that the 
nations of Europe abolish their armies 
and navies would result in failure. 

“To abolish war effectively,” he 
said, “we must contrive to lessen the 
intense economic tension which is, in 
this era, one of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of our civilization.” 

Observing that “Europe today is a 
military camp, a nest of explosives, 
an arsenal of guns and munitions,” 
McAdoo remarked that it “is a sin- 
gular fact that amid all the world- 
wide talk of disarmament, only one 
great nation has made an official pro- 
posal for complete and universal dis- 
armament on land and sea and in the 
air.’

47 Chairmanships. 


CECIL B. DICEEON: 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 

All the wheels in the house ees 
were set into motion today with ap- 
proval of committee rosters and com- 
pletion of democratic o anization. 

Carrying out their policy of divid- 
ing the spoils of victory geographical- 
ly, the mocrats awarded northern 
and Sealer states 20 of the 47 com- 
mittee chairmanships. This they con- 
sidered the maximum under the sen- 
jority rule. 

Virtually all the 50-0dd new demo- 
crats from north of the Mason-Dixon 
line were given substantial berths on 
the 12 exclusive committees. An ex- 
clusive committee is one whose mem- 
bers are not allowed to have a chair 
in another legislative group. 

Both the democratic and republican 
committee slates were approved unani- 
mously by the house today. This 
clears the way for the groups to get 
busy on: the thousands of legislative 

roposals, including those of President 
oover. 

The democrats took 12 of the 21 
seats on all major committees except 
in a few where the membership va- 
ries numerically. They seized 21 of 
the 35 places on the ,*Ppropriations 
committee; 8 of the 12 on rules and 
15 of 25 on ways and means. 

New York’s delegation of 23 re- 
ceived six committee chairmanships, 
and two seats in the ways and means 
committee which prepares the commit- 
tee assignments. Texas’ delegation of 
18, besides having their dean, Garner, 
as speaker, received’ six committee 
chairmanships, all of importance. 

The three most powerful chairman- 
ships were split among southern 
states. Representative Byrns, of Ten- 
nessee, heads appropriations: Pou, of 
North Carolina, rules, and Collier, of 
Mississippi, ways and means. 

The New Yorkers to become chair- 
men are: Black, claims; Somers, 
coinage, weights and measures: Gava- 
gan, elections No. 2; Dickstein, im- 
migration; Sirovich, patents; Mead, 
postoffice and. post roads, 

Texans to become chairmen: 
agriculture; Rayburn, interstate com- 
merce ; Mansfield, rivers and harbors; 
Sumners, judiciary; Lanham, public 
buildings and grounds, and Williams, 
territories. 

The small Massachusetts democratic 
delegation received two chairmanships, 
labor going to Connery and education 
to Douglass. 

The other chairmanships which 
went to northern and border states 
follow: 

Missouri: Lozier, census, and Coch- 
ran, expenditures in executive depart- 
ments: 

Ohio: Underwood, invalid pensions, 
and Harlan, revision of laws. 

Nebraska: Howard, Indian affairs, 
and Morehead, memorials. 

Illinois: Parsons, enrolled bills. 

Maryland: Linthicum, foreign af- 
fairs. 

* West Virginia: 
mining. 

New Jersey: Mrs. Mary T.. Norton, 
District of Columbia. 

Kentucky: Gilbert, library. 

Montana: Evans, public lands.

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A mother writes a letter wailing about the disobedience of her 15-year-old 
daughter. She hastens to add that she is affectionate at all times, repent- 
ant, on occasions, after the disobedience, and always full of promises and 

resolves, that she will never repeat the offense. Readers, 
you know the rest—it’s all repetitions. Of course, this 
mother and ali of her ilk have lost, long ago, any power 
of control of the conduct of their adolescents, They lost | 
it when the children were quite small. Fortunately, it 
doesn’t mean that those children are necessarily bowed 
for destruction,. There are many things that. may save 
them. When,a mother has bound her child to her with 
the bonds of a genuine affection disobedience on the 
part of that child does not indicate that the mother has 
failed altogether. It does mean that the discipline has 
fallen short of the mark and it means that the parent has | 
not dealt wisely with her child. 


Recently there was an amusing article in a magazine 
written by a woman who was advocating that women 
should make some effort to acquaint themselves with the 
teachings of modern psychélogy concerning child train- 
ing. She quoted one woman who made all manner of

“I give mine plenty of fresh air and good food,/spank them when they need 
it, love them a lot, and have no trouble with them.” Having given her for- 


mula she then proceeded to pay her respects to the mothers who wasted their 
time going to hear “old maids” tell-them how to bring up their babies; But, 
adds the writer: “Her prescription didn't work well, for soon the daughter 
in that house began to make scenes, be impertinent, and refuse to eat.” This 
most important business that women engage in, the rearing and training of 
children. is the subject about which the inajority of them have no scientific 
knowledge. The very women who ignore the importance of the teachings of 
psychology as touching their problems will spend hours and dollars too in 
the pursuit of other subjects more to their liking and of far less practical 
importance. They will take their children to the best doctors for medical 
attention and advice when they have physical upsets and aecept the advice 
readily but the psychological problems just don’t exist as far as the mothers 
are concerned.

Dr. Sanford To Enter 


Proposal at Southern 
‘ Conference Meet. 


By Ralph McGill. 


ABOARD GEORGIA FOOTBALL 
SPECIAL, Dec. 15.—When the 
Southern conference meets this week 
in New Ofleans it will be asked to 
consider Los Angeles, and the Olympie 
games as the site of their annual fall 
meeting in 1932. : 

The National Intercollegiate As- 
sociation will meet at the same time 
and most of the conference delegates 
will attend. It would be a compara- 
tively simple matter for the confer- 
ence to present a quorum. 

“T intend presenting the matter to 
the conference on Thursday or Fri- 
day,” said Dr. 8. V. Sanford, or- 
ganizer of the present conference and 
for 10 years its. president, retiring 
from that office just a year ago. 

“It will be about the only oppor- 
tunity most of we southern athletic 
officials have of witnessing the Olym- 
pic games. We could be presént at 
the national meeting, which most of 
us attend, and then hold our own 
meeting. I hope that America catches 
the significance of the Olympic games. 
When we consider that they are the 


mightiest athletic games of all time }- 


and that they come down to us with 
a great traditional heritage from 
athletes of another age, I think they 
assume magnificent proportions.

RULE CHANGES 
ARE SUGGESTED 


Kickoffs, Pass Interfer- 
ence and Old Fumble 
Rule Are Inyolved. 


IOWA CITY, Iowa, Dec. 15.—(4) 
Changes in the rules regarding kick- 
offs and forward* pass interference 
and the return of the old fumble rule 
are contained in suggestions made to 
Burton A. Ingwersen, chairman of the 
rules committee of the American 
Coaches’ Association. 

Ingwersen said today the sugges- 
tions indicated that 1932 football 
rules would contain more definite 


regulation of forward pass interference 
and a change in the’ kickoff. 


_ngwersen has not yet completed his 
hist of -suggestions for proposed 
changes to be submitted at the coaches’ 
meeting in New York December 29. 


TWO PRINCIPLES. 


The kickoff rule changes embody 
two principles, kicking the ball from 
a tee, making it go higher and giving 
the kicking team more time to get 
down the field, and elimination of the 
wedge, or mass interference, by spac- 


fine the receiving players at intervals 


of five yards, and requiring them to 
keep this distance until the kick is 
returned. 

Ingwersen has* received suggestions 
from a score of coaches asking a defi- 
nite rule regarding forward pass in- 
terference, leaying as little as pos- 
sible for interpretation by officials. 

Many of the coaches, Ingwersen 
said, favor the return of the old fum- 
ble rule, which permitted a defensive 
player who recovered the ball to run 
with it. The present rule, its oppo- 
nents say, violates the fundamental 
ae principle of “hold on to the

Another suggestion which Ingwersen 
may make would declate a fumbled 
lateral pass on the kickoff a free ball, 
allowing the kicking team to run with 
it if they recover.

Stock Letters. 


FENNER, BEANE & UNGERLEIDER. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The market con- 
tinues to be belabored with unauthenticated 
news and in most cases absurd ramors of 
impending bad news. In this respect it so 
closely follows the pattern of the summer 
of 1929 that the similarity is striking even 
‘though character of these rumors are now 
completely different. Close observation of 
the market reveals a sharp contrast with 
prevailing abundance of bearish talk, It 
displays a persistent and deliberate absorp- 
tion of offerings brought out by pessimistic 
reports or indaced by recent weakening of 
speculative long accounts. Today's rise in 
stocks had the appearance of something 
more substantial than a moderate and short- 
lived technical rally. While indications in 
these directions were not conclusive enough 
to warrant aggressive buying they at least 
suggest inadyvisability of extending short po- 
sitions. 


COURTS & CO. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—We are. glad to 
say that at last there seems to be a more 
hopeful feeling gradually permeating Wall 
Street. The reports seem to indicate that the 
railroad men will probably accept a 10 per 
cent reduction in wages and this would be 
a really most important constructive de- 
yelopment if it turns out this way. The 
market has been tested from time to time 
and there has been some liquidation, but 
Saturday, Monday and Tuesday there was 
better resistance to the liquidating sales 
and Tuesday the bond market was decidedly 
better. While a definite upturn may not oc- 
eur immediately, we feel, as in past years, 
the market will stage a pre-holiday rally, 
and believe short-term traders are justified 
in purchasing on any weakness over the 
next few days. 


LIVINGSTON & CO. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—After reaching an- 
other new low on the decline in the morn- 
ing stocks showed some quiet strength in 
the afternoon though hardly did better than 
recover early losses. The basis for the 
improvement was found in the better out- 
look for an early settlement of the rail- 
road wage controversy.

Buying seemed largely done by those wish- 
ing to eliminate short positions in view of 
the talk of possible publicity to be given 
to those who hold a large position on that 
side of the market and by others who were 
influenced by rumors that the United States 
might abandon the gold standard, Such an 
act would mean inflation of the currency 
and therefore of the price of stocks and 
commodities based on a depreciative cur- 
rency.

Highlights of 
Wall Street

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A cessa- 
tion of offerings by those who have 
been persistent sellers of stocks was 
largely responsible for the improve- 
ment in the market today. 

There was nothing in the news to 
warrant a halt in the downward 
trend, and the announcement of the 
failure of several banks in Massachnu- 
setts resulted in some seattered liqui- 
dation of various issues from Boston. 
’ The let-up in offerings of stocks 
caused firmness which induced a sub- 
stantial amount of short covering and 
this in turn further accelerated the 
rally. The fact, however, that the 
bond market continued to record new 
low prices led, to the belief that the 
upturn in stocks was «fot due to any 
increase in investment buying. 


LIQUIDATION COMPLETED? 


After new low prices had been made 
for Steel common and innumerable 
other industrials, rumors were heard 
that certain banking institutions and 
houses of issue which have recently 
been sellers of stocks had completed 
necessitious liquidation. These reports 
were accompanied by a firmer ten- 
dency in stock prices. 

If prices continue to show strength 
a further rally will be expected. Some 
encouragement was obtained from the 
appearance of a rally in bank stocks 
in the late dealings following the es- 
tablishment of some new low prices 
earlier in the day. 


SOME GOOD BUYING. 


For the first time in more than a 
week some good quiet buying of a 
few stocks was reported. This was 
particularly true of General Motors. 
Du Pont interests are said to be in 
the market for this issue and predic- 
tions were heard that the regular 
General Motors dividend would be an- 
nounced at the’next declaration. 

Interests close to the Paramount- 
Publix were also reported to be buy- 
ers of the stock today on a scale 
down. 

Auburn, New York Central and J. 
I. Case were prominent in the day’s 
rally, but most of the absorption waa 
attributed to short covering. A large 
short interest is said to exist in all 
three of these issues.

BEAR RAIDS BLOCKED 
ON FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—()—The 
powerful international banks of New 
York, London, Paris and Amsterdam 
have effectively blocked bear raiding 
against weakened foreign exchange 
currencies, it was said in high Wall 
Street banking quarters today. 

Short sales were virtually impos- 
sible today in the Japanese yen, fol- 
lowing removal of that currency from 
the gold basis, and speculators who 
inquired into the possibility of sell- 
ing the German reichsmark short met 
similar rebuffs. 


Bankers stated today that it has 
been exceedingly difficult for specu- 
lators to obtain either yen or reichs- 
marks for speculative purposes. Bank- 
ers said there was little danger of 
widespread raiding activities such as 
experienced early in the last decade, 
against the old German mark, and 
later the French franc. 


The relative position of both the 
yen and the reichsmark is much better 
than that of the former mark, they ex- 
plained. Abandonment of the gold 
standard by Japan does not imply 
that Japan plans to enter a period of 
frenzied inflation. Reichsmark trans- 
actions, they explained, are restricted 
through German protective measures 
—— place a ban on export of capi- 
al. 

Refusal of banks to sanction short 
sales against the yen helped that cur- 
rency today to hold steadily around 
40 1-2 cents. 


EXCHANGE SEATS 
TOUCH NEW LOWS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—(4)—Two 
successive new lows for recent years 
were established today in the value of 
New York Stock Exchange member- 
ships. 

Arrangements were made for the 
sale of two memberships, one at $127,- 
000 and the second at $125,000. ‘The 
second transaction marked a decline 
of $4,000 from the low of $129,000 
established last Saturday, when the 
value of exchange seats broke through 
the 1926 low and sold at the lowest 
since 1925, when the bottom price was 


$99,000.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 15.—@ 
Assailing the critics of short selling} 
as unwilling to be convinced even by 
the most conclusive statistics, Rich- 
ard Whitney. president of the New 


York Stock Exchange, today renewed 
his defense of short selling as an 
economic necessity in a free and open 
market. 

Faced with the prospect of a con- 
gressional investigation of the sup 
posed’ machinations of bear raiders, 
the exchange’s executive head attack- 
ed the use of “imaginary statistics” 
and the attempts to discredit short 
selling by “indirect and devious ways.” 
He addressed the Syracuse Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr. Whitney 
show that “not short selling,” but 
liquidation “has -smashed prices on 
the stock exchange.” He said the 
15 stocks with the heaviest short in- 
terest had the most solid market and 
the narrowest price fluctuations. 

On the other hand, he said, the 15 
stocks with the greatest decline in 
percentage of value had virtually no 
short interest; and that of the 15 
with the greatest dollar decline, only 
three had a considerable short inter- 
est at any time. 

He emphasized that the total short 
position has deelined 1,850,000. shares 
in the period between May 25 and 
November 30. and that of the total 
sales of 264,300,000 shares in that pe- 
riod, a generous estimate shows only 
5 per cent as sold short. 

“To say this 5 per cent,” he said, 
“was the cause of the decline was to 
ignore entirely the effect of the 95 
per cent which represented the sale 
of securities owned outright or on 
margin.” 

Mr, Whitney defended the lending 
of stocks on the. ground that it is 
as legitimate to pledge money for col- 
lateral as collateral for monéy, “If a 
market place for securities is to func- 
tion in the eeonomic order of things,” 
Mr. Whitney concladed, “it must fair- 
ly and honestly permit the forces of 
supply and demand to determine 
prices. 

“In so far as the exchange is con- 
cerned, .the defenSe of short selling 
is not a matter of opinion, it is a 
matter of principle.”

That this attempt falls short of its 
goal is due not so much to lack of 
perception on the part of the makers 
as to the insurmountable fact that 
the strip of gelatine is just too nar- 
row a medium for so Gargantuan a 
task. 

Here the Soviet has tried not. to 
bring forth the drama of an isolated 
event, as in “Storm Over Asia,” but 
to capture the unity of a whele, di- 
verse chronology of happenings from 
the first days of the Kerensky gov- 
ernment to the Bolshevist coup d’ 
grace in-the capture of the winter 
palace. In addition to including this 
extensive physical field the makers 
have striven to incorporate: the psy- 
chological significance’ of the death 
throes of an old order and the birth 
pains of a new.
